CORONER BAID IT WAS SUICIDE.

EBut Foul Play Is Suggested In Connec-
tion With Lawrence's Death.

The coroner’s jory in thecase of J, W.
Lawrence, brought in a verdict of suai-
cide. Lawrence is the man who was
found beside a trail about eight miles
from Union. The two young men who
first discovered bim at 8 o’clock Monday
morning, did not get off their horses,
believing the man to be dead, but went
directly into town and informed the
sheriff. The sheriff obtained a coffin
and with two convevances, started for
the scene of the tragedy, arriving there
about 1 o'clock. When ubout fifteen
feet from the body one of the sheriff’s
party made the remark that the man
was not dead, and stated he conld hear
him breathing, and such was the case.
The injored man was removed to town
and died at 3 o'clock Tuesday morning.
Theautopsy revealed the fact that the
bullet had not penetrated the brain, but
bad plowed ite way between the skull
and ecalp. The skull was fractured to
some extent, and in the opinion of the
physiciange who examined the injory,
the man’s life could bave been saved if
he had received medical and surgical at-
tention at ano earlier hoar.

It is commented upon in Union that
it eeems very queer that though there
are about fifteen houvses within a radios
of a mile and a half from where Law-
rence was shot, and that he was discov-
ered in the morning, that no one visited
the scene of the shooting hetween the
time of the finding of the body and the
arrival of the sherifi’s party. Remarks
of foul play are freely made, as it is
known that Lawrepce was hot on the
trail of some horee and cattle thieves,
and it is thought by many that he was
done away with by some of the parties
he was accamualating evidence against,
a& the easiest means of avoidiog & crim-
inal prosecution.

The deceased was 34 years of age, and
was & miner by occupation. His father
lives three miles north of Union, and he
has no other relatives in this country.
